In 1811 a revolution occurred in 
Haiti, and Christophe, a negro, declared 
himself emperor, Through conspiracy 
and plot, his life often attempted, be 
retained power till 1820, preserving to 
the last the pageantry of a royal court 
and creating a numerous nobility.

Wern those of places, the first two be- 
ing originally plantations, put latterly 
towns of some importance. Thfs not 
being generally known, a misapprehen- 
sion has arisen with regard to the 
titles themselves, which, however ab- 
surd, were scarcely more s0 than some 
which were bestowed in France and 
Germany during the middle ages,—

COLD BROUGHT ON 


“SAMENESS” OF THE micé. 


A Lovely Monotony of Golden Light 
and of Delicious Air. 


Rome people talk of the ‘‘same- 
ness” of the Nile, and there is a 
lovely sameness of golden light, of 
delicious air, of people and of seen- 
ery, for Egypt is after all mainly a 
great river with strips on each side 
of cultivated land, flat, green, not 
very varied. River, green plains, yel- 
low plains, pink, brown, steel gray 
or pale yellow mountains, wail of 
shadoof, wail of sakieh. Yes, I sup- 
pose there is a sameness, a sort of 
golden monoteny, in this land per- 
vaded with light and pervaded with 
sound. Always there is light around 
you, and you are bathing in it, and 
nearly always, if you are living, os I 
was, on the water, there is a multi- 
tude of mingling sounds floating, 
floating to your ears. As there are 
two lines of green land, two lines of 
mountains, following the course cf 
the Nile, so are there two lines of 
voiees that cease their ealling and 
the'r singing only as you draw near 
to Nubia. 

For tuen, with the green land, they 
fade away, these miles upon miles of 
calling and singing brown men, and 
amber and ruddy sands creep down- 
ward to the Nile. And the air seems 
subtly changing, and the light per- 
haps growing a little harder. And 

ou are aware of other regions un- 
ike those you are leaving, more 
African, more savage, less suave, less 
like a dreaming. And especially the 
silence makes a great impression on 
you. But before you enter this si- 
ence, between the amber and middy 
walls that will lead you on to Nubia 
and to the land of the crocodile, you 
have a visit to pay, for here, high 
up on a terrace, looking over a great 
bend of the river, is Kom Ombos, and 
Kom Ombos is the temple of the 
crocodile god. 


QUICK-SMOKING COMPETITIONS. 


Smokers Clubs Are Proving Big Suc- 
cess In Germany. 


Started in one or two small places 
a few years ago, “Smokers’ Clubs” 
have proved most popular institu- 
tions in Germany, and are now to 
be found in nearly every village. 
‘The members meet in the local 
taverns once a week, and drink much 
becr and smoke many pipes of 
tobuceo. 

‘The most interesting feature of 
these clubs, however, is the annual 
festival, to which members of neigh- 
boring clubs are invited to take part 
in a smokers’ competition, held under 
precise and elaborate rules and con- 
ditions. The contestants are divided 
into two parties of ten each, and are 
seated on a platform at the ord of 
the room. The president then weighs 
out with great exactitude five 
one-sixth of an 
ounce—of' tobacco for each man, who 
rams it into a new pipe. 

At a given signal matches are 
struck, pipes lit, and all begin smok- 
ing furiously, so that they are soon 
hidden in clouds of smoke, Mean- 
while the judge counts alond the 
seconds and minutes as they fly, and 
before three minutes have passed 
most of the pipes have been smoked 
out. Each man’s time is duly enter- 
ed on a sheet as he hands over his 
pipe, and the tobacco ashes in it are 
carefully examined to see that the 
pipe has really been smoked out, 

The prizes consist for the most 
part of beer “steins’ and smokers’ 
articles, such as pipes and tobacco 
jars and cases, Music plays a prom 


inent part in the entertainments, 
which are becoming increasingly 


numerous and popular, 
Furniture In China. 

Manufacturers of furniture for the 
Chinese market have their troubles. 
In the months of June, July and 
August excessive dampness is pre- 
valent throughout the entire country, 
especially in the southern ports, Dur: 
ing these damp months furniture 
which is put together with glue falls 
apart, drawers stick, rolling tops re- 
fuse to work and flat tops warp and 
split. Furniture for use in this cb- 
mate must, therefore, be well season- 
ed before its manufacture, During 
the winter months in north Chine 
the climate becomes extremety dry, 
and in and about Pekin and Tientsin 
the country is visited by heavy dust 
storms, Furniture which has buckled 
and warped during the summer re- 
turns to its normal state or else goes 
to the other extreme and exhibits 
cracks often half an inch or more in 
width.

ELECTRICITY ON SHIPBOARD. 


Few Know How Big a Part tt Plays 
on Mauretania. 


Aithough much has from time to 
‘ume been written about the Maure- 
tania, comparatively few can grasp 
the significant part which electricity 
plays in the ship. Apart from the 
70,000 horse-power of the turbines 
whieh propel tho ship through tho 
water, the electrical power, which is 
supplied by four generators, repre- 
sents an additional 2,144 .horse-power. 

Klectricity is used not only for 
illuminating the ship at night, but 
for the multitude of other purposes, 
such as operating the lifts, of which 
there are two for passengers’ use, 
eight for baggage and mails, and two 
smaller ones in the pantries. Elee- 
trically-driven cranes and winches 
are also provided, and 6,300 electne 
lamps give the enormous total of over 
100,000 candle-power, For heating 
the first-class quarters sixty electric 
radiators have been fitted, to say 
nothing of some forty-three heaters 
in the bath-rooms, 

In the kitehens one range alone 
has a frontage of about 60 feet, and 
includes a rouster with four vertical 
spits rotated by an electric motor, 
These spite are capable of dealing 
with half a ton of meat at a time. In 
the bakery electricity is employed to 
operate a large dough-making ma- 
chine, capable of making bread for 
ut least 3,000 persons, 

Over 200 miles of wire and cables 
Gre fitted throughout the ship. Four 
electric searchlights are carried, and, 
in addition to the usual complement 
of lifebuoys which every ship carries, 
two special buoys have been pro 
vided for use at night. These, upon 
being released by pressing a button, 
automatically light a flare upon 
striking the water. 


“Faking’’ Oysters, 
"Yes, there are a good many seerets 
in the oyster trade,” said a vender 
of the luscious bivalve recently, ‘For 


| example, ‘faded’ oysters are freshened 


up by dipping them into what in the 
trade is known as the ‘Tank,’ which 
is filled with a salty mixture which 
freshens them slightly. They are 
then placed on shells again and put 
into the window 

“A running stream of water has a 


marvellous effect upon oysters, fat 
tening them to almost three times 
their size in a few days. Thin starve- 
ling bivalves, which, left alone, 


would never be sold, can be made to 
look quite large by thia process. 

“Oysters can also be improved by 
being kept in a sandy-floored cellar; 
o blanket is laid over them, and this 
is daily sprinkled with sea-water and 
oatmeal, The fish will live for alon 
time in this way in cool weather anc 
grow nice and corpulent 
is also greatly improved.” 

Use of Limewater. 

Limewater is net only frequently pre 
seribed for young babies, but Is also 
often given to older clilldren, the ad- 
dition of a small quantity to hot or 
cold milk rendering it lighter and more 
digestible, 

The only drawback to its use ts the 
fact that to be etiicacious the Mnewa- 
ter must be fresh, and for this reason 
only a small amount should be pre- 
pared at a time,

Prints of Leaves 


ERY accurate and beautiful prints 
V of leaves may be obtained in the 
following manner: First get a 
Bheet of fine writing paper and oil ft 
Well with olive off until the paper has 
pretty well absorbed the oil. Hang the 
paper In the air to dry until there are 
ho longer any globules of oll upon it.
